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Racing heritage centre 
will be up and running

CONSTRUCTION work on a 
state-of-the-art horseracing heri¬ 
tage centre in Newmarket could 
start as early as this summer. 

The £15m Home of Horseracing 
project, which was approved by district 
council bosses at an extraordinary 
meeting last week, will turn the derelict 
stable yard at Palace House into a 
landmark tourist destination. 

An estimated 40,000 visitors will flock to 
the centre in Newmarket High Street each 
year, which councillors hope will bring 
£1.8m of revenue per year to the town. 

It is hoped the centre will open in the 
second half of 2015. 

The plans include restoration and an 
upgrade of security at Palace House to 
provide suitable space for collections from 
the British Sporting Art Trust and the Tate. 

Palace House stables and Trainer’s House 
will form new galleries for the National 
Horseracing Museum, which will house a 
temporary exhibition gallery, a larger library 
and educational facilities. 

The site’s historic Rothschild Yard will be 
restored as a flagship home for the 
Retraining of Racehorses charity, allowing 
live horses to be shown for the first time. 

Pledges have poured in with £13.7m 
already promised by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and organisations such as the 
Wellcome Trust and The Jockey Club.

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Fans miss out 
on meeting with 
boy band JLS 


CONFUSION over tickets left some 
young fans disappointed as they 
tried to meet JLS. 

The popular boy band met teenagers 
after their performance at Shine under- 
18s night, held at DeNiro’s nightclub, in 
Newmarket High Street, on Saturday. 

However one parent complained his 
stepdaughter was not able to meet the 
band despite buying a VIP ticket. 

Michael Thomas, of Swavesey, said his 
daughter and her friends had VIP tickets 
but missed out as there were not enough 
wristbands which would have entitled 
them to meet JLS. 

He said: “It is really disappointing as 
she had looked forward to this for a while 
and so have her friends. 

“She is only 13 and she spent her 
pocket money on the tickets.” 

The night was run by independent 
promotions company Shine, who had 
leased the venue from DeNiro’s. 

VIP tickets were sold by 
representatives on behalf of Shine Ul8s 
and Glamour entertainment, which looks 
after the band at a number of club events. 

Both companies sold 50 tickets for the 
VIP meet and greet, out of the total 105, 
with five left over for ticket reps. 

Louis Ling, of Shine Ul8s, said it was 
unclear whether the tickets had been 
oversold but he believed around 80 fans 
had met the band. 

Another complaint was the young fans

were asked to leave the club at 10pm 
rather than 10.30pm, which it stated on 
the ticket. 

Mr Thomas said: “The kids were not 
far from the High Street so anything 
could have happened. If they are 16 or 17 
years old then fine but these kids were 
only 13 so it’s pretty bad.” 

In response to this Mr Ling said: “We 
changed the times as we were asked to by 
the police and we did try to let as many 
people know as possible. 

“It was between 10pm and 10.15pm 
when most people were on their way out 
of the club. We did everything to make 
sure everyone was safe and no one was 
waiting in the High Street.” 

Pete Crotty, managing director of 
DeNiro’s, said he was “disgusted” by how 
the night had turned out. 

He said: “We had an agreement with 
the police and everyone that it was going 
to end at 10pm but the parents were not 
made aware of it. 

“DeNiro’s are disgusted with what 
happened. However so many kids had a 
fantastic time.” 

Letters of apology are being sent to 
everyone concerned and anyone who 
missed out of meeting the band can 
message Shine via their Facebook page. 

However JLS fans described the night 
on Twitter as “brilliant”.

A further £500,000 is expected 
to be ratified in April which 
leaves just £700,000 to be raised 
before building can start. 

Peter Jensen, chairman of the 
Home of Horseracing Trust, 
said: "This is a marvellous next 
step in realising the dream of 
creating a national heritage 
centre in the heart of the town 
worthy of international 
recognition and status as the 
historic home of horseracing. 

"The economic regeneration 
for Newmarket that this 


represents really does make it a 
project for everyone." 

His sentiments were echoed 
by Cllr Warwick Hirst, Forest 
Heath cabinet member for 
health, leisure and culture, who 
said the project will enhance 
the town's reputation as a 
worldwide tourist destination. 

Cllr Hirst said: "Over the 
years there has been a 
tremendous amount of hard 
work by the council, as site 
freeholder and staunch 
supporter of the project, and 
those individuals and 


organisations whose generosity 
has meant we have achieved the 
amount needed to start the ball 
rolling." 

Matthew Hancock, MP for 
West Suffolk, added: "I can't 
wait for the work to be 
completed so I can get in line to 
see the results. I'm sure I won't 
be the only one." 

The site is owned by Forest 
Heath and will be leased on a 
999-year lease to the National 
Horseracing Museum who will 
manage the heritage centre. 



Assault victim to get £200 compensation 


BAD blood between two men 
spilled over into a fight outside a 
pub, a court heard. 

David Coughlin, 42, admitted 
assaulting Rodney O’Brien by 
beating him when he appeared at 
Bury St Edmunds Magistrates 
Court. 

Magistrates were told that the 
ex-jockey from Periman Close, 
Newmarket, was recovering 
from spinal surgery and not fit 
enough to do unpaid community 
work. 

They imposed a conditional 
discharge for 12 months on him 
and ordered him to pay £200 
compensation to his victim, plus 
£85 costs. 

Emma Howson, prosecuting, 
told the court that the incident 


happened outside the Golden 
Hind pub in Newmarket in the 
early hours of the morning last 
July. Coughlin became abusive 
after a woman with Mr O’Brien 
asked for a light. 

Coughlin started goading Mr 
O’Brien, and then punched him 
to the face and head. 

He tried hitting him again, but 
Mr O’Brien hit him back and 
knocked him to the ground, 
where he was restrained by 
others. As he was pulled away, 
Coughlin said: “I will finish you 
off tomorrow, you are a dead 
man.” 

In interview, Coughlin said his 
recollection of the event was 
limited, but claimed Mr O’Brien 
had made abusive comments 


about his ex-girlfriend. 

Claire Lockwood, for Coughlin, 
said his case had been adjourned 
to see if he was fit to do unpaid 
work, but his mobility had been 
seriously affected by his recent 
surgery and he had been told to 
rest for three months. 

She said: “He is still in a lot of 
pain, with restricted mobility 
after an operation in January to 
remove a disc from his spine. He 
is unlikely to be able to do even 
light duties.” 

Dennis Heath, chairman of the 
magistrates, told Coughlin they 
realised that he had had the case 
hanging over him since he 
pleaded guilty last July, so they 
were prepared to give him a 
conditional discharge.

Man killed in 
train collision 

A MAN has died after being hit by a train 
near Newmarket. 

Police and paramedics were called to 
Kennett Station just after 9.15pm last 
Friday after reports that a man had been 
hit. 

A spokeswoman for the East of England 
Ambulance Service said: ‘A man believed 
to be in his 30s was sadly found dead at 
the scene.” 

Officers from Cambridgeshire Police 
attended the incident initially before 
handing the matter over to the British 
Transport Police (BTP). 

A BTP spokesperson said: “BTP officers 
were called to Kennett Railway Station on 
Friday, February 15 after a report that a 
person had been struck by a train. 

“Officers from BTP along with 
Cambridgeshire Police attended the 
incident, which was reported to BTP at 
9.29pm and is currently being treated as 
non-suspicious. 

“Medics from the local ambulance 
service also attended but the person was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

‘A file will be prepared for the coroner.” 

The train was travelling on the line 
between Cambridge and Ipswich and 
services were delayed for up to 30 
minutes. 

The BTP has launched an investigation 
into the incident. 


Inquest opened as fire 
investigation goes on

AN INQUEST has opened 
into the death of a woman 
killed in a ferocious fire in 
Kentford. 

Anne Guinle, 50, died after 
her home, a converted stable 
block at Gazeley Road, was 
gutted by the fire on February 
8 . 

Suffolk Coroners Office 
opened and adjourned the 
inquest last Friday pending 
further inquiries. 

More than 50 firefighters 
tackled the blaze and a man in 
his 60s was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital suffering from 
smoke inhalation. 

The victim is believed to 
have lived in the house for 
some time with her husband 
Hilton, who was known as 
Tony. He is thought to be 
staying with friends in Kent. 

Investigations are continuing 
into the cause of the fire, after 
initial inquiries drew a blank. 

A week on from the fire, 
workmen had demolished the 
remnants of the building, 
which were unsafe. They said 
the photograph albums were 
the only things they had been 
able to salvage from the house. 

The home is inside a brick 
wall around what were 
formerly the grounds of a 
substantial house called The 
Langtry, which had just been 
bought by new owners. 

Built in 1603 it is said to be a

former home of actress Lily 
Langtry, mistress of the Prince 
of Wales, the future Edward 
VII. The building was once a 
hotel, but had then been used 
as rented accommodation for 
US personnel. Its new owners 
plan to restore it as a house. 

Leo Boucheron, who is 
working on the restoration, 
said he received a call at his 
home in West Row on the 
morning of the fire. 

He said: “The people I work 
for had just bought it and I got 
a call at about 9.20am telling 
me about the fire. 

“It was well alight when I got 
here. There were fire engines 
everywhere and you could not 


get anywhere near it. I think it 
all happened fairly quickly, 
and I heard that the man was 
taken to hospital. It is very 
sad.” 

Bouquets of flowers were left 
outside the remains of the 
property. 

A post mortem failed to 
establish the cause of the 
woman’s death and further 
tests were being carried out. 

A police spokeswoman 
added: “Whilst the death 
remains unexplained, it is not 
being treated as suspicious at 
this time.” 

Anyone with information 
about the fire is asked to call 
Suffolk police on 101.

School celebrating after 
praise from Ofsted visit

A HEADMISTRESS has said it was 
“lovely to be recognised” after her 
school rose from ‘satisfactory’ to 
‘good’ according to Ofsted. 

West Row Community Primary School 
was ranked ‘good’ in three out of four 
categories at an inspection in January, 
according to a report published by the 
schools watchdog this week. 

Achievement of pupils, leadership and 
management and quality of teaching 
were all marked as ‘good’ by inspectors 
while the behaviour and safety of pupils 
was rated ‘outstanding’. 

The school was previously ranked as 
‘satisfactory’ following an inspection in 
January 2010. 

Headmistress Geraldine Ciantar said: 
“We have worked very hard and we have 
looked at everything we do and tried to 
make sure we are the best we can 
possibly be. 

“We reviewed our teaching methods in 
reading, writing and maths and looked 
into what resources were available for 
training staff.” 

Inspectors found the school still 
lagged behind in attainment in writing, 
which was lower than reading and 
mathematics, particularly for boys. 

They also said sometimes work was 
not challenging enough for the most able 


pupils and some children had not 
developed skills to work independently. 

However they said good leadership 
and teaching skills has meant standards 
are rising in reading and maths - 
particularly for Year 2 and Year 6 pupils. 

Mrs Ciantar said the school is aiming 
to build up to ‘outstanding’ in their next 
inspection by improving writing skills 
which she said are at the national 
average while reading and maths skills 
are above average. 


She said: “Boys don’t take to formal 
education sometimes as quickly as girls 
and we have to make sure we allow for 
these pupils who want to be more active. 
We make sure the lessons are exciting 
and interactive.” 

Despite the criticism the school is 
thrilled by the achievement. 

Mrs Ciantar added: “It is just lovely to 
be recognised for how hard everyone has 
worked. We have a great team here who 
have worked tremendously hard.”

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Model’s brother 
back for funeral 


A UNIVERSITY 
worker and brother 
of Reeva Steen- 
kamp, the model 
shot dead at the 
home of Oscar 
Pistorius, has flown 
out for his sister’s 
funeral. 

Adam Steenkamp, 
36, who lives in 
Moulton, has 

now flown to South 
Africa to grieve with 
relatives. 

Mr Steenkamp, who 
has lived in the UK 
since he was 13 and is 
a research support and 
contracts manager at 
the University of 
Cambridge, has spoken 
of his family’s loss. 

He told reporters: 
“My family are 
devastated. It’s my 
little sister and it’s 
tragic. 

“There is a space 
missing inside all the 
people that she knew 
that can’t be filled 
again.” 

Mr Steenkamp

added: “We are going to 
keep all the positive 
things we knew about 
my sister and try to 
continue with the 
things she tried to 
make better. 

“We will miss you.” 

Mr Steenkamp works 
with the clinical 
medical team at the 
university and flew out 
to South Africa on 
Friday. 

Mr Pistorius, 26, 
killed his girlfriend by 
shooting her through a 
bathroom door at his 
home on Valentine’s 
Day, prosecutors told a 
court. 

Details of the 
prosecution’s case 
against Mr Pistorius, 
who is accused of the 
premeditated murder 
of Reeva Steenkamp, 
emerged at a bail 
hearing in Pretoria. 

He wept as he 
heard the account, but 


his lawyers said the 
killing was “not even 
murder”. 

The hearing comes 
as the victim’s family 
holds a private funeral. 

Prosecutor Gerrie Nel 
told the court that on 
the night of the killing 
Mr Pistorius fired his 
gun through the 
bathroom door. 

Defence lawyer Barry 
Roux told the court his 
client - a double 
amputee - did not 
know who was behind 
the door. 

The family of the 29- 
year-old victim are 
holding a private 
funeral in her home 
town of Port Elizabeth. 

Mr Pistorius, a 
double amputee and 
multiple Paralympic 
champion, competed in 
both the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games at 
London 2012.

Bruce on the loose again 


A WALLABY has given his owner - 
and police - the run-around after 
escaping from his enclosure again. 
Bruce the red-necked wallaby hit the 
headlines in September after he was 
spotted hopping along the High Street 
in Soham. 

The 2-year-old crafty critter had 
escaped from his pen in nearby 
Isleham and had to be rescued by his 
owner, Ralph Mortlock, and police 
officers. 

But Bruce escaped from his pen again 
last week and it is believed he might 
still be on the loose. 

Police were called to Common Gate 
Drove, between Soham and Isleham, 
just before 8am on Tuesday, February 
12 to help Mr Mortlock try to catch 
Bruce. 


A police spokesman said: "Two 
PCSOs attended Common Gate 
Drove and tried to help catch the 
wallaby but unfortunately it was not 
possible. As far as we are aware Bruce 
is still on the loose." 

It is not the first time Mr Mortlock's 
wallabies have escaped. In November 
2011, Sheila, Bruce's lady-friend, got 
out and had to be tranquillised before 
she could be caught. 

Speaking in September, when Bruce 
last escaped, Mr Mortlock said: "We 
don't know when Bruce got out as he 
has free roam over a couple of acres. 

"Sometimes we don't see him for a 
day or so as he likes cover. If you 
were 2 years old and married with a 
child and one on the way, wouldn't 
you fancy a trip out?"

Tax share is frozen for county 
council services after debate 


COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
freeze their share of council tax 
bills for the third consecutive 
year. 

Suffolk county councillors 
debated the authority’s 2013/14 
budget for two-and-a-half hours, 
before making the decision 
which means Suffolk residents 
will not pay any more than they 
did in 2010/11 for county council 
services. 

Whilst delivering a third 
council tax freeze in as many 
years, the budget sees frontline 
services protected whilst savings 
of £24.9 million are made. 

These include council-wide 
efficiency savings and cutting 
bureaucracy - £9.7 million, 
intervening earlier in adult care 
to save on care at a later stage - 
£7 million, targeting resources in 
children’s services to reduce 
demand - £2.5 million, re-letting 
the county’s highways maint¬ 
enance contract - £2 million, 


reducing office accommodation 
by co-locating staff - £1.3 
million, working with district 
and borough councils to reduce 
the cost of waste services - £0.8 
million, and cutting management 
costs - £0.5 million. 

Cllr Jane Storey, Suffolk 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for finance, said: “The 
savings that we have agreed are 
significant and will require 
continued firm management in 
2013/14 and future years. 

“Last year we made a 
commitment to focus savings on 
the back office to protect, as far as 
possible, the front line. This 
budget delivers on that 
commitment. 

“Tough decisions have had to 
be made to address the speed at 
which funding has been 
withdrawn from the county 
council. 

“Looking forward, it seems that 
further reductions will be coming 


our way. But as long as the 
county council is open with the 
public about the challenges and 
works with its partners and staff 
to find ways of overcoming them, 
we will be able to manage these 
changes.” 

By cutting the number of 
senior managers, strictly 
managing vacancies and 
transferring services and staff to 
new or existing organisations, the 
council’s workforce headcount 
(excluding schools) is expected to 
almost halve from 10,456 in 
April 2010 to 5,613 by March 
2013. 

The budget has been designed 
to enable the council to continue 
to manage the unprecedented 
financial challenges that face the 
whole public sector. 

Suffolk County Council has 
experienced significant grant 
reductions as a result of the 
Government’s deficit reduction 
programme.

Warning on 
Pope scams 

SCAMMERS may take 
advantage of the 
Pope’s resignation, a 
trading standards 
group has warned. 

Consumers are urged 
to watch out for 
unsolicited emails 
including links to Pope 
Benedict XVI’s 
resignation speech or 
selling travel tickets to 
Rome or papal 
conclave. 

Suffolk Trading 
Standards said news 
events of this 
magnitude often 
trigger scam artists 
trying to use it for gain. 
It warned against 
social media sites 
such as Twitter and 
Facebook where 
people may request 
money to travel to 
Rome by pretending to 
be devout Catholics or 
religious historians. 

A spokesperson for 
Trading Standards 
said: “Within seconds 
of the news breaking 
that Pope Benedict XVI 
was to resign, spam 
began to appear on 
Twitter taking 
advantage of the story.

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Elderly care home 
backed by bosses 


A STATE-of-the-art care 
home for 60 elderly 
residents has been given the 
go-ahead by council bosses. 

The home and wellbeing day 
centre will be built on the site of 
Great Heath Primary School, near 
St John Close, Mildenhall, which 
has lain vacant since the school 
moved to premises. 

Care UK, which took over 
responsibility for Suffolk County 
Council’s care homes in 
December, plans to invest £60m 
in replacing the existing 16 
residential homes with 10 new 
purpose-built homes by 2016.

the go-ahead, especially because 
in addition to a new care home 
this development will provide a 
wellbeing day care centre which 
will be a new service for this 
community. 

“Retired, elderly people will be 
able to get together, share a meal 
and take part in rewarding 
activities in a comfortable and 
suitable environment. 

“This will also be an invaluable 
resource for family carers who 
will be able to enjoy a few hours 
to themselves knowing their 
loved one is in a safe and caring 
place.” 

The new home will provide 
specialist dementia care and 
nursing services and will include 


extensive facilities such as a cafe, 
a hairdresser and a cinema. 

Carers and families will receive 
respite with the use of the 
wellbeing centre, which will 
provide day care activities and 
clubs to help older people to 
maintain their independence for 
longer in their own homes.

“The plans for the new care home 
in Mildenhall are part of the 
vision we developed with Care 
UK for the future of residential 
care in the county. Care UK has a 
proven track record of delivering 
high quality care in state of the 
art facilities - this is what I want 
for Suffolk people.” 

Work will begin on the new site 
in May on the new home, which 
is the second home to be built 
since Care UK took over.

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Amber's back in the saddle

When doctors warned Amber Manfroi-Lynn she might 
never walk again, her first thought was that nothing would 
ever stop her from riding. Five years later, she's forging a 
successful career in the equine world. Interview by ALICE 
RYAN. 


S ITTING in the 

hospital, her left leg a 
mangled mess and 
her head dizzy with pain, 
Amber Manfroi-Lynn's 
mind suddenly began to 
race. She'd just heard a 
doctor talking to her 
parents - breaking the 
news their daughter may 
never walk again. 

"I heard him say to my 
mum and dad: 1 have to warn 
you - she might be in a 
wheelchair for the rest of her 
life/ I was only 14, but I didn't 
cry. I thought: If they think I'm 
not ever going to get on a 
horse again, they're lying'; that 
was literally the first thing that 
came into my head. 

"I'd just started eventing, I 
wanted to become a riding 
instructor... Horses were my 
life. I couldn't imagine my 
future without them." 

Involved in a freak accident 
- which saw her become 
trapped beneath a two-tonne 
horse box - incredibly, Amber 
hadn't broken any bones. But 
the soft tissues in her leg were 
wrecked: from her ankle up to 
her mid-thigh, the muscles 
were torn and ligaments 
shredded. 

Though it took almost four 
years, extensive medical 
treatment and an enormous 
strength of will, Amber did get 
back in the saddle. And, now 
a second-year student in 
equine studies at the College 
of West Anglia, she's just got a 


job at a four-star eventing yard 
- in Germany. 

"I posted my CV on the job 
site Yard and Groom. Most 
people have got a history of 
competing; obviously my CV 
had a big gap in it. So I said I'd 
had an accident and that I was 
looking for someone to give 
me a chance. 

"Three days later I got the 
email from Hamburg, offering 
me a six to 12-month 
placement. I couldn't believe 
it! I had to get my mum to 
read it to me. When it comes 
to eventing, the Germans are 
the best: that's why they won 
gold at the Olympics. 

"It's the kind of thing you 
see on the TV or hear on the 
news. It's not the kind of thing 
you ever think will happen to 
you." 

Amber, who lives in 
Broughton, has loved horses 
all her life. Taught to ride by 
her older sister Becky, she was 
just a tot when she first got on 
a horse. "I suppose I must 
have been about 3. We don't 
come from a horsey 
background: my mum is 
actually petrified of horses. But 
I've always been a real animal 
person, and Becky really got 
me in to it." 

By the time of the accident, 
which happened during her 
first year of GCSEs at St Peter's, 
Huntingdon, Amber was 
taking her riding very seriously. 
Her spare time was spent 
exercising horses for their 
owners: she was in the process 
of working an arthritic warm- 


blood back to fitness and 
competing another pony. 

Taking part in one or two 
competitions a month - clear- 
round jumping and novice 
dressage - Amber had already 
decided her future lay with 
horses. "I just wanted to go 
out, compete as much as 
possible, have fun. But then 
the accident happened." 

"It hadn't started off as a 
good day," recounts the 19- 
year-old. "We'd been to a 
show and the pony had 
thrown me off three times in 
the warm-up arena, then 
thrown me off again at the 
second jump. I can remember 
thinking: 'There's no point 
even trying.' 

"It was when they dropped 
me home that the accident 
happened. My house is set up 
a steep grass slope. I was 
walking up the slope - 
thinking nothing of it, I'd been 
doing it all my life - when the 
horsebox moved off. 

"I got to the top, slipped on 
the wet grass and suddenly I 
was down under the box ... I 
can remember it really 
hurting, but I must have 
blacked out for a few 
seconds." 

Rushed to A&E in an 
ambulance, Amber's left leg 
had swollen beyond 
recognition - to the point 
where doctors struggled to 
examine her, let alone make a 
diagnosis. "The inflammation 
was so bad it affected the X- 
rays; they couldn't really see 
what was going on."

Placed in a thigh-high 
half-cast and prescribed 
strong painkillers, Amber 
was sent home to wait for 
the swelling to subside. A 
few days later, 
examinations showed she 
had suffered a dislocated 
knee and major soft-tissue 
damage. "They can't 
actually do anything about 
that: you just have to wait 
for it to heal." 

Told to rest and use a 
wheelchair for two months, 
Amber lasted two weeks 
before switching to 
crutches: "I just got really 
annoyed with the 
wheelchair. I couldn't stand 
being stuck at home, not 
being able to do anything, 
thinking my riding career 
could be over... 

"I do suffer from 
depression, have done 
since I was quite young. 
And it properly put me 
down in the dumps. At that 
point, I couldn't see a 
future." 

Little by little, battling 
through constant pain in 
her leg, pelvis and back, 
Amber's mobility 
improved. After four 
months and lots of physio, 
she was able to take her 
first steps crutches-free. But, 
even then, her recovery 
was far from over. 

Returning to school, 
Amber found herself 
unable to do PE: though 
her movement was 
improving, her leg was 
frighteningly weak. "Even 
after all the physio, every 
now and again it would just 
give way, suddenly 
collapse." 

As a result, Amber 
couldn't face getting back 
on a horse: "For the first 
time ever, I felt fear. I'd had 
plenty of riding accidents 
before - plenty of falls. But 
I'd never been afraid." 

Amber admits she went 
through some dark times. 
"For about three years 
everything seemed to be 
bad. It got to the point 
where I didn't want to 
leave the house; I didn't 
want to do anything. And 
that's when I got Bill - and 
he changed my life." 

A Staffie cross rescued 
from the RSPCA's Block Fen 
Animal Centre, Bill has 


become Amber's constant 
companion. "We're getting 
him a passport and he's 
coming to Germany with 
me," she laughs. "If I have a 
bad day - and I do still 
have bad days sometimes - 
he'll be there to cheer me 
up. 

"He's such a bouncy, 
happy, crazy little dog. He's 
taught me to love life. 

That's the only way I can 
describe it." 

Forced to re-evaluate her 
career plans, on leaving 
school Amber opted to 
study social care. 

"I thought: If I can't be 
on a yard, I'm going to do 
something to help other 
people.'My cousin has 
special needs, and I found I 
really enjoyed working with 
people with disabilities." 

The course was, 
concedes Amber, no walk 
in the park. "I was 
diagnosed with dyslexia, 
which had never been 
picked up at school. And 
they were worried I might 
not be able to keep up." 

Amber's health was also 
failing. Though her leg had 
healed, she was still in 
terrible pain. Eventually 
referred to a specialist, she 
was found to have a 
contortion: her leg had 
been left twisted, pulling 
her pelvis and back out of 
line. To complicate matters 
further, she was diagnosed 
with hypermobile joints - 
which meant her hip, knee 
and ankle were all working 
overtime. 

"The physio certainly 
had her work cut out," 
Amber laughs. "But she was 
amazing." 

Despite the setbacks, 
Amber completed her 
diploma with top marks: 
"People can tell you that 
you can't do things: I'd 
been told I might be in a 
wheelchair forever. But the 
first time you prove them 
wrong, you get the 
confidence to prove them 
wrong again." 

Amber says her 
confidence was boosted 
immeasurably by the social 
care course. "When you're 
learning how to deal with 
other people's behaviours, 
you have to look at the way 
you behave yourself. I grew 


up such a lot. If I hadn't 
done that course, I 
wouldn't be where I am 
today." 

It was a fellow social care 
student that encouraged 
Amber to face her fear and 
get on a horse again. 

"When I got on my mate's 
horse it was just the best 
feeling. To be honest, the 
minute I walked on to the 
yard I thought: 'What have 
I been doing for the last few 
years? What have I been 
missing?' It was the smell; 
everything about it." 

Inspired by her two 
passions - horse riding and 
supporting people with 
disabilities - Amber had 
discovered a new ambition: 
training to become a 
hippotherapist, providing 
physical, occupational and 
speech therapy through 
working with horses. 

"Just being around horses 
does you the world of 
good. There's something 
quite magical about this 
huge creature wanting to 
be your friend: if you love 
them, they'll love you back; 
if you're feeling down, 
they'll do their best to 
cheer you up. It's a special 
relationship, and I think 
everybody should have the 
chance to experience it." 

Keen both to build up 
her strength and hone her 
skill on horseback, Amber 
signed up for an equine 
studies course at West 
Anglia's Milton campus. 
Now part-way through an 
extended diploma, she's 
also been given a job 
working with the horses at 
the college; it's clear she's 
determined to make up for 
lost time. 

Still taking painkillers 
every day, Amber says she 
'still gets down'. "But sitting 
here, talking about it all, 
makes me realise how far 
I've come: I've come a 
really, really long way from 
that 14-year-old on 
crutches... though I don't 
like to admit it, I'm very 
proud of that."

Alfred Uhry’s classic American 
drama Driving Miss Daisy has 
arrived in Cambridge and Don 
Warrington tells The Guide 
about stepping into Morgan 
Freeman’s shoes plus the 
enduring legacy of Rising 
Damp 


I T can’t always be easy for an 
actor tackling a well-known 
role to dispel memories of 
another performer’s success in the 
part. 

In playing Hoke, the chauffeur in this 
production of Alfred Uhry’s Driving Miss 
Daisy, actor Don Warrington is following 
in the footsteps of Morgan Freeman, who 
played the role on Broadway and then 
reprised it for the Oscar-winning screen 
version. Warrington, however, is relaxed 
about any comparisons. 

“Of course, one has a memory of 
Morgan Freeman’s performance,” he says. 
“Great as it was, I’m not Morgan Freeman 
and I can only bring what I have to offer to 
the character.” 

The play spans a quarter of a century in 
the lives of the characters - from the late 
1940s to the early 1970s - and quietly 
evolving in the background, American 
society is changing, a development that is 
given greater prominence in the course of 
Driving Miss Daisy. 

“The play takes place at certain 
moments in American history but it 
doesn’t deal directly with these events, 
such as the growth of the Civil Rights 
movement,” explains Warrington. “But we 
see through the characters how attitudes 


are changing and in a way this enables 
Hoke to reveal more of his feelings. 

“It’s interesting to have the themes of 
both racism and anti-semitism in the play. 
You wonder which has a higher position in 
the hierarchy of redneck Southern 
prejudice - the Jews or the blacks. You 
don’t learn much about Hoke’s personal 
life, although you hear about a daughter 
and grandchildren, but the nature of the 
play is that white people don’t know much 
about their black counterparts.” 

In recent years, Warrington has been 
seen on television but, rather to his 
bewilderment, the public still associate 
him with the classic 1970s sitcom Rising 
Damp in which he starred with the 
formidable line-up of Frances de la Tour, 
Richard Beckinsale and Leonard Rossiter. 

“It was my first job after drama school 
and it was what it was. 

“It’s not something which I think about 
much of the time. The other cast members 
were all very nice and I always felt part of 
the team. Leonard [Rossiter] was as 
demanding of himself as he was of 
everybody else and if he held you in high 
regard, that was fine.” 

As Philip, the black student with a cut 
glass, upper-crust accent, Warrington was 
the target of some of the racist attitudes 
displayed by Rigsby (Rossiter), his seedy 
landlord. In a way you could say that 
Driving Miss Daisy and Rising Damp 
share certain themes. 

“In Rising Damp, racism was always 
shown up to be ridiculous, but the show 
wasn’t simply about race,” says 
Warrington. “It was about class as well. 
Rigsby had aspirations to raise himself 
into the middle class and Philip turned the 
stereotype on its head by being genuinely 
middle-class.” 

Warrington’s interest in acting was

sparked off by an Asian adventure story 
he’d seen full “of men rescuing princesses 
and swinging from turret to turret and I 
thought to myself that I’d like to do that 
too. Then I saw Marlon Brando in On the 
Waterfront and I was very excited. I loved 
his depth of feeling and his ability to 
communicate with an audience - he was 
always so transparent.” 

Warrington is philosophical about the 
inevitable ebb and flow of an actor’s 
career. How would he sum up the story so 
far? 

“Do I feel that I’ve done well? Or at 
least OK?” says Don rhetorically. “It 
depends on which day you ask me. I’ve no 
idea why the phone rings on certain days 
and stays silent on others. On a good day, I 
think that everything’s fine. On a bad day, 

I wonder if I should have gone for 
something else. But what’s done is done 
and I’m still here, after all.”

THINGS go bump in the night, repeatedly, in 
Andy Muschietti’s unsettling ghost story. 

The Argentinean director masterfully 
sustains tension for the opening hour of 
Mama, teasing us with glimpses of the titular 
spectre which runs amok in a frenetic finale. 
Fear of the unknown is far more powerful 
than anything the special effects wizards can 
conjure, so for the extended periods when 
we can hear or sense a malevolent force just 
off screen, our nerves are stretched to 
breaking point. 

Once Muschietti reveals his destructive 
apparition in her gnarled, twisted glory, and 
then proceeds to flesh out her convoluted 
back story, terror turns to incredulity. 

The film opens in 2008 as financial gloom 
pervades. Businessman Jeffrey (Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau) kills his partners and his 
wife,before taking his young children - 


Victoria (Megan Charpentier) and Lilly 
(Isabelle Nelisse) - for a drive into the 
mountains. 

The car skids off the icy road and an injured 
Jeffrey seeks sanctuary with the girls in a 
rickety cabin. Five years later, a tracker dog 
search party locates the two girls, who have 
been living wild in the cabin under the 
watchful gaze of an invisible presence they 
refer to only as Mama. 


Jeffrey’s twin brother Lucas is overjoyed that 
his nieces have been found safe and well, 
and he and rock guitarist girlfriend Annabel 
(Jessica Chastain) agree to provide a loving 
home to Victoria and Lilly. 

Child psychiatrist Dr Gerald Dreyfuss (Daniel 
Kash) expresses his desire to continue 
monitoring the children. 

“I didn’t get a chance to screw them up, they 
came that way,” Annabel jokes to one of her 


mates, unaware of the dangers posed 
by the dark spirit that watches over the 
urchins. 

The fingerprints of executive producer 
Guillermo del Toro (The Devil’s Backbone, 
Pan’s Labyrinth) are all over Mama, which 
explores the power of otherworldly forces 
through innocent eyes. 

Danger lurks in every dimly lit corner of 
Muschietti’s film and he punctuates 
uncomfortable silences with edge-of-seat 
jolts. Suspense builds nicely before the anti- 
climactic blitzkrieg of death. 

Chastain lends gravitas to a potentially 
throwaway role as a surrogate mother who 
discovers her nurturing, parental instincts in 
the eye of a storm. 

It’s a solid performance, complimented by 
strong support from youngsters Charpentier 
and Nelisse as sisters who have been 
abandoned to a grim fate. 

But once the nefarious spirit emerges from 
the shadows, the film falters.

T HEMED holidays have 
been around for a long 
time, suited to hobbyists 
whose pastimes have included 
painting, cooking or indeed 
gardening.

Tailor-made garden cruises featuring 
talks by TV gardening experts, visits to 
exotic gardens where guests can sample 
the locally grown tropical fruits and trips 
which incorporate some of the major 
horticultural shows are all available. 

Kew-trained horticulturist Sue 
Macdonald, who founded Boxwood Tours 
( www.boxwoodtours.net ) in 1990, which 
specialises in quality garden holidays, 
says that green-fingered travellers are 
becoming more discerning. 


“They want more private visits and 
want to meet the garden owners or head 
gardeners. That’s a big draw on a tour. 
They want to hear about the garden, how 
they cope with recent weather difficulties 
and plans for the future. They need 
someone there who can tell them the key 
information. 

“Gardeners want a tour leader with a 
horticultural background, rather than just 
going around a National Trust property 
without meeting anybody, just looking. 
They want questions answered.” 


Some organisations offer workshops 
for people who want to learn some 
practical gardening, but they are difficult 
to incorporate on a garden-themed 
holiday, Macdonald explains. 

“Setting up tours which are more 
practical is not easy to do because it 
involves extra insurance if people are 
using knives or pruning shears or digging. 

“Gardens also need to have enough 
space to bring people in for hands-on 
gardening experiences, so they might 
need enough space to take a group of 10 


people, for instance, to take cuttings from 
a shrub.” 

But the yearning for knowledge among 
travellers is ever-increasing, she points 
out. 

“We have started looking more at 
different plant groups, which we’re doing 
on our Cornwall tour this year, so the 
head gardener is going to talk about and 
demonstrate the propagation of camellias, 
but it’s not set up like a workshop.” 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
recently launched its first ever RHS 
Garden Holidays brochure in conjunction 
with escorted tours expert Collette 
Worldwide Holidays, featuring 
horticulture-themed holidays around the 
world, including itineraries to the US, 
New Zealand, South Africa, Japan, The 
Azores, France, Italy and Spain. 

Celebrating the centenary of RHS 
Chelsea Flower Show, its China tours 
follow in the footsteps of the original 
plant hunters and offer visitors an 
element of discovery. 

“For somebody who really wants to get 
down and dirty in plant hunting, looking 
under rocks, in damp bark, under leaves, 
up in the trees, in search of orchids or 
clematis or magnolia or whatever we are 
looking for, following in the footsteps of 
the original plant hunters, the plant 
seekers’ trip would be one for them,” says 
Sue Biggs, RHS director general, who 
has a background in travel. 

Biggs notes: “A lot of people will be 
happy to go to beautiful gardens, be told 
what the plants are and where they grow 
best and how to grow them at home, but 


if you want really top level - where you 
find out the Latin names, how to cultivate 
and graft plants, the real horticultural 
knowledge, then it would be best to 
choose a tour that’s escorted by an RHS 
curator or horticultural specialist.” 

So, what should holidaymakers check 
when choosing a garden-themed break? 

■ Check the inclusions because you may 
discover that food is not included and 
optional excursions can bump up your 
costs. 

■ Take note of single supplements. 

Many gardeners go on horticulture- 
themed holidays on their own. 

■ Look for unique experiences where 
you won’t be on a well-worn trail behind 
a fleet of other tourist coaches. 

■ Try to find out the calibre of your tour 
escort - are they just a courier or a 
horticultural specialist with plenty of 
knowledge? 

■ Consider the schedule carefully. How 
many gardens a day will you be covering? 
You might only be doing three or four 
gardens in the whole tour and be at the 
hotel the rest of the time. 

■ Watch out for the term ‘private visits’ 
because the garden may be privately 
owned but open sometimes to the public. 
You may be greeted by crowds if you go 
on a day when it’s open to the public. 

■ Don’t always go for the peak time. 
There’s a broader season and lots to see - 
without the crowds. 

■ Check group sizes. A good yardstick 
is 25 maximum to be able to see and hear 
most things, but if you are visiting a small 
garden, even that can be too many.

THE Chevrolet Aveo 
didn’t make a huge dent 
in the consciousness of 
supermini buyers first 
time round but you 
won’t miss this second 
generation model, writes 
Andy Enright 

With ultra-sharp styling 
it’s one that will turn heads. 
Best value ascross the line¬ 
up is arguably the variant 
we’re looking at here, the 
1.3 VCDi Eco diesel, which 
puts out just 95g/km of C02. 

The latest Aveo rides on 
the new General Motors 
Gamma III chassis, a 
development of the Vauxhall 
Corsa underpinnings. This 
results in better chassis 
rigidity, which in turn 
allows the suspension to 
work more effectively. The 
old Aveo was no great 
shakes in the engine 
department and Chevrolet 
still have a little work to do 
in that department to match 
the class best in terms of 
efficiency, which is an 
important measuring stick 


as to engineering ability. 

If you’re a typical Aveo 
buyer, then you probably 
won’t care very much what 
goes on under the bonnet or 
how adept your car will be 
at tackling your favourite 
twisty B road. In fact, you 
probably won’t have a 
favourite twisty B road. So 
you won’t care that there are 
no really performance- 
minded engines in the 
range, that the steering is a 
little light and that bodyroll 


is a little more pronounced 
than you’ll find in 
something more Fiesta-like. 
You’ll be more interested 
instead in stuff that's of 
greater importance every 
day - namely levels of ride 
and refinement that are as 
good as anything in the 
class, including small cars 
that are a great deal more 
expensive than this one. 

Here, we're testing the 
greenest diesel version, the 
95PS 1.3 VCDi Eco. Planet- 


friendly it may be but this 
unit still endows this Chevy 
with a reasonable turn of 
speed. Rest to 60 occupies 
11.7 seconds on the way to 
107mph. 

The latest Aveo certainly 
has distinctive and 
handsome styling going for it 
which, in the supermini 
market, counts for a lot. In a 
morass of lookalike, 
inoffensive blobs, the Aveo 
has some attitude, the barrel¬ 
like quad headlamps lending 


it real presence. The deeply 
sculpted flanks are also a 
good deal more dynamic 
than usual supermini fare, 
while the high roofline and 
kicked up tail end are both 
very well executed. 

How to judge the 
Chevrolet Aveo? A budget 
supermini that looks as if 
it's about to spit fire yet 
serves up decidedly modest 
performance, it’s certainly 
not anodyne. Sense and 
sensibility remain its key 


virtues and no variant in the 
range exemplifies these 
attributes better than the 1.3 
VCDi 95PS Eco model we've 
been looking at here. 

Overall, if you tend 
towards a car that challenges 
your perception of what 
small cars should be and 
how they should perform, 
you’ll find plenty to like 
about the Aveo. At last it has 
a diesel engine. And at last, 
it’s a really credible super¬ 
mini contender.

I d have liked brush with 
U’s first team: Paynter 


IT IS 10 years and a week since 
Cambridge United struck a deal to let 
promising forward Owen Paynter play 
for Cambridge City in an attempt to 
further his development. 

The idea was to get Paynter game time at 
Milton Road while still allowing him to 
train with a Football League club to give 
him a chance of making it in the big time. 

But the move did not work out for him 
and a stint at Kettering was followed by 
three spells at Mildenhall and stays with 
Newmarket, Bury and Wroxham. 

Paynter is now back with his hometown 
club Newmarket, and he still has a 
fondness for United despite wondering 
what might have been had he been learning 
his trade a decade later. 

The likes of Josh Coulson, Rory McAuley 
and Luke Berry are first-team regulars 
having been given their chance as young 
players, something he missed out on. 

“We had a great youth team and won our 
league two years in a row,” said Paynter, 
who came through the United ranks 
alongside the likes of Dave Bridges, Graham 
Rush, Dan Huggins and Daryl Bourgeois. 

“We didn’t get the opportunities in the 
first team we might have had if we’d been a 
few years later on. 

“There were some decent forwards in 
front of us like (Dave) Kitson and Youngsy 
(Tom Youngs). 

“That’s what football’s all about - timing. 
I thought I’d done enough and was playing 
well in the reserves, but there were some 
big names in front of us. 

“I’ve played against the CRC side down 
the years and they’re always well drilled. 
Getting the opportunity in the first team 
can only help you get better and improve.” 

Paynter joined United at the age of 10, 
having played for Newmarket Rovers under 
Gary Johnson and John Beck, and the 
coaching qualifications he gained at the 
Abbey Stadium between the ages of 16 and 
19 have stood him in excellent stead. 

He is now an area co-ordinator for 
coaching firm Premier Sport, and primary 
school pupils in towns including 
Mildenhall, Haverhill and Saffron Walden 
are benefiting from his expertise. 

“I kind of fell into coaching and took to 
it,” said Paynter. 

“So many people do fall by the wayside, 
and when you’re young you don’t really 
have that in your mind. 

“You think you’re going to make it. 

“I see them from when they’re four or 
five, and can barely kick a ball, to seeing 
them get better and better and play for 
teams themselves. 

“It can be stressful at times, but it’s really 
rewarding to see them progress.” 

Now aged 30, Paynter is not ready to hang 
up his boots just yet and is enjoying life 


with Newmarket in the Thurlow Nunn 
League, First Division. 

“We’ve got a good side now and the 
league’s maybe not as strong as it was,” said 
Paynter, who shares a place in the town 
with team-mate Aaron Maskell. 

“Having that extra bit of experience has 
helped and it’s probably between us and 
the Cambridge University Press lads for the 
title. 


“I’m not as quick as I used to be, so I have 
to think a bit more with my head. I’ve got a 
few good seasons left in me and then we’ll 
see how it’s going.” 

Times have changed since Paynter left the 
Abbey and a talented young forward 
looking for a first-team chance could well 
get it now, especially with Tom Elliott and 
Sam Smith sidelined, and a reinforcement 
being called for in the form of on-loan front 


man Jamie Reed. But Paynter still looks out 
for the U’s results to see how the current 
crop of players are getting on, as well as 
getting reports from his mates. 

“I’ll always follow them and I’ve got 
friends that go up and watch them a lot,” 
said Paynter. 

“I’m always keen to see them do well and 
would like to see them get back in the 
League.”
